Yot^poke on the phone with my husband already. I got your e-mail when I called the Councilmember after reading the letter and shared it with him. 

As mentioned, we have found pipes, needles and shanks around the neighborhood and want to add our concerns to the conversation. 

I don't necessarily believe that drug use should be an argument against the encampment because they claim it's not coming from them, 
but the absence of drug use cannot be an argument to concede Echo Park Lake to a few individuals either. 

It's regrettable that the letter attempts to skew the public perception of the city and law enforcement officials' work as abusive and harassment.
